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. Casualties Decline 


SAIGON, Dec. 26 (AP)— U.S. combat deaths in Vietnam 
dropped last week to the lowest total in five weeks while 
■those for the enemy and for South Vietnamese govern- 
ment forces rose slightly, the allied commands reported 
today. 


The U.S. Command said 151 Americans were killed in 
action last week. The total was the. lowest since the week 
ended Nov. 16, when 127 U.S. personnel died in combat. 

The two commands said initial reports put the number 
■of enemy killed last week at 2118. However, this figure is 
expected to be revised upward, as it is every week. The 
U.S. Command raised the previous week’s enemy toll 
from 2059 to 2207. 

[The Pentagon said there were 42 Americans killed in 
Vietnam last week through causes other than enemy 1 
action. The total of such so-called nonhostile deaths thus 
far in the war is 5042.]
